Kve thousand men from their work, 
The situation is now one of great peril 
throughout the coke section, aud de- 
structive outlu'caks are exiieeted at 
any time The ranks of the strikers 
have been so reinforced this aficriXMin 
that the lowest estimates give them 
10,000. From the outset the strike 
has been tnrhiilent, with u tendency 
to open deiiance of the law. There 
was rioting in several (|iiarters last 
night. It has grown sicadily worse, 
and tinlay there were more serious 
outlireuks in this end of the field. 

The groatt.st outbreak whs at the 
futnous Hill Farm mines, near here. 
This morning uiiout four hundreil for- 
eigners from Morrill and U'luclcr, of 
the Cambria Iron Com|>any, armed 
themselves witn guns, revolvers and 
clulw, and started out to drive the 
men from the neighboring plants. 
They first visited the lliimphrey 
works, and tinding tliem at work, 
drove the men away under the mu/.i'.IeH 
of ]iistols.

Report, Ark., April 6. — The three 
train robbers, J. L. Wyrick, Tboniaa 
Brady and Albert Mansker, who kill- 
ed Conductor W. P- McNally at Oli- 
phant. Ark., Novemlier .3 last, were 
hanged here this morning. The drop 
fell at 7:55 o’clock, and the men were 
prououncerl dead at 8:1,5. All three 
necks were broken. 

The men s|>ent the night in prayer 
and preparation for death. When 
they found that all ho|ie was gone they 
confessed that the evidence adduced at 
their trial was correct, aud that the 
•tory of the train robbery and murder 
as told by George Padgett, who turn- 
ed State’s evidence, was true. All 
three united in asserting, however, 
that Padgett planned the crime, drew 
the others into it, aud then desertetl 
(hem when his own neck was endan- 
gered. Tliere was no hitch in the 
triple execution, which passed off 
einoothly: 

The crime for which these men to- 
day suffered iloath was committed on 
the night of November ‘1, 18!)3. 

About 10 o’clock that night passenger 
train No. 51, ou the 8t. Louis, Iron 
Mountain aud Southern Railroad, was 
held up at Oliphaiit, a little ling sta- 
tion in ludepemjeuce county, by sev- 
en masked iiieu, who looted the express 
aud passenger coaches.

waa killed by a ritje buUott- About 
two weeks previous to tbc robbery half 
a dozen young men ami well to do 
farmers disappeared from their homes 
near Bentonville. They rode ponies 
and were heavily armed. To their 
friends they said they were going to 
the Indian Territory to buy cattle. 
The name# of these farmers were Al- 
l^ert Maasker, James L. Wyrick, O. 
L. Ttuman, Gaurge JV'geit, and 
Pennyweight Powell aud his younger 
brother Sam. Under the leadership 
of Thomas Brady, a whisky peddler 
frqfjf llu Indian Territory, these men 
thejr turnts, families and friends 
to become train robberfl. 

■Mansker, Wyrick aid Padgett, weVs 
airested uot long after the robbery. 
Padgett turned States evidence, aud 
is now ill jail awaiting trial, at the 
•pring terra of the Jackson county 
circuit .court. His three companions 
were triad ju February and convicted 
of McNally's murder, Pennyweight 
PoweJi was cajitured in J4ei|ver aboift 
9 nronth ego and is now in pf|sop 
twaitiug trial.

Eggs arc among the most valuable 
of our resources in providing for chil- 
dren. For them, as for adults, it is 
not possible to prescribe tlie best 
method of cooking. One doctor says 
they should merely be allowed to set 
by standing in hot water. Another 
tells his patients to drop them into 
boiling water and boil rapidly for 
twenty minutes, or until the 

yolk is like p<iwder. I’oacliing is in- 
sisted upon by others, whereiis the 
personal experience of the writer is 
that they are far more indigestible 
done in that way than in any otlier. It 
seems, in short, a matter of individniil 
idiosyncrasy as to the metliod liost 
suited to each. An admirulile method, 
not generally known, is steaming 
them in an egg boiler, under whieli 
there is a reversible enp for uleoliol, 
so that they may be timed exactly and 
can be cooked hard or soft, ueeonling 
to taste.

During the rainy sca-on the lands 
along tlu- line of road liceoine very- 
wet— in places tliey are entirely cov- 
ered witli VMit -r iiiiii the cattle coim- 
upou tlie track seeking- some dry spot 
on which to sleep.
